■ lion of the party and are true to its principles 
Tney met under ihe able Presidency ol ihe gallant 
and gifted ch in man whom the N .tioua. Demo 
cratic Convention had placed in that high po-i 
tion, and with a unanimity, an eider and a dig 
uitv aorthy of all ultimatum, adopted the plat 
form fruited by the m ijority ol the Stales ai 
Ch iriesto •, nomiu ited J oiiu C. Breckinridge loi 
President, an I Joseph L ne for V.ce President, 
an I hiving trans icted other routine busine-s. 
adjourned ou Saturday, the 2Jd instant, at II 
o'clock. 

We give our unqualified adhesion to the Con- 
vention and its action. We believe that the can- 
did ites whom it his selected will be thechoiceot 
the Aneriein people lor the highest office* in

Murder of Shipmattrrs — Assassination of Co- 
lairs, the I'rince HfoeM — The .1 ..- . ihm Dis- 
covered — The fVreit/ktri in Japan. 
A correspondent of the Tribune, writing 
from Kanagawa, April 2, gives some interest- 
ing particulars of the minder of the Prince 
Hegent:

The office is regard 
ed so h nonble that the person .-elected lo fill it 
wears its title and honorable distinction for life, 
thou.h it- luuctii us < eWe withthe majority ol the 
V ouug Pi nice. The tioi.iir.-, a lune pa-t mid- 
day, nu ihe i4th nil , was returning from his cus- 
tom ny Only audience with the Empeior. He 
w.i* es orted, as u-uu!.by a large train of in nod 
allei d. nils piei eding and follow ing the iioriuion 
in when he rude. Leaving the palace at the s me 
ti ne, were the Piince of Owari and the Prmceof 
K ii-in, the titular brothers o! the Emperor, also 
attended by long retinues. I he Emperor's res- 
idence, I'm, strictly speaking, palace ne has none 
al nitseul, it hav Dg been burned in early winter, 
is the centre of three walled and lorlilied inolo- 
sure*. All ihe s; ace within the three mclo-urej 
is occupied by the Imperial family, high function- 
aries ol the government, Daimios, and governors 
re-ident at ihe co ir . In the mnid.c iuclosure, 
waiting the approach of ihese trams, was a body 
of iweulv-two men, servants hppnrently of some 
Daiiuio, for they bore on ineir shoulders port! ns 
of a Prince's baggage, and, as the we niter was 
wet, wore ihe Ordinary rain i loaksof menials. At 
a favorable uiotuenl, when the Golario's retinue 
was crossing a inoal, this ban I of nssi-s-ius, tor 
such thev proved to be, threw down their burdei s, 
cast aside t heir rain-cloaks, aud stood lorih lull 
armed men clad in mail. They made a rush upon 
tile Regent'.- nornion, with drawn sword-, rutting 
at it Innously. Two pistol-shots were also tired 
into it. The assailants, intent upon the murder 
ol the Regent, paid no attention to his guard, 
who now gathered around, and alter a severe 
struggle beat the assailants back. Fourof the 
issaihmis mid six of the liejenl's men »ere slain. 
The Regent was severely w ninded, ami his sub- 
sequel t death is both affirmed ami contradicted. 
N t is it easy to le-rn the truth, tor the Japanese 
speak from BM ives ol policy rather than from 
motives ol truih hi nil such affairs. The retinue 
of the Prince of Owari, which was in advance of 
the Regent's, bore iheir master rapi ly nway 
Irani the melee. The guard ol Kinsin drew ihem 
selves up around, his norimon to act on the defen- 
sive only; interference by their code of honor 
was out of the question. The surviving assail 
ants m itle good their ti'ght, but was afterwards 
arrested am! await their fate — as yet cndeteruiil** 
ed. I.'iiiouuded ref oris ol' I heir execution have 
prevailed The soldier ol a D-linto, like the 
Highland clansman, is accountable to his own 
chief alone, and it is a rare thing lor the Empe 
i or h m-elf lo seize a criminal under his Chief's 
pioteciion. 

"An affair like this, the attemp'ed assassina- 
tion of the firsl man in ihe Empire, within the 
r ival piec in is, is one of It e greatest importance 
in its be inngs, e p- ciiilly in a land where I lie 
throne ia suppoited mote by the b dancing forces 
of rival tactions th n by any n her b"n I of union. 
The deed is broiigl t home lo P ince M to, w hose 
soldiers ihe assailants were. M lo is one of the 
three titular brothers ol the Em'uTor, from whose 
families the roval succession U maintained by se 
lection. On th* death >>f the late Emperor, u 
y ear and a half since. Mito was nn aspirant lo 
the throne. A young Prince of the h -use ol Kin 
sin, however, was the chosen one of the Daimins. 
Nor was Mito so much its honored with the post 
of Regent during the young Emperor's minority. 
Such was Mito's attitude toward the government 
thus foi mid that, a year since, Mito was forced 
t • resign his honors and pre ensions to ihe fljrtlwn 
in lavor of In? sou. Since that time he has been 
the uncea-ing enemv of the present government, 
and what ia especially unfortunate, fie has been 
the powerful opponent ol the new loreign rela- 
tions of the Empire. Just a year previous lo 
this last attack on the same day •>( ihe yesr — 
one of the great annual holidays — the Regent's 
noiimonwas tved into. Th* ass-Hani al that 
lime v*8 a follower of Mito, and according to 
-ome accounts, it was this transaction thai culmi 
eafed in Mini's disgrace. The common popular 
rumors are that the late Emperor died by poison, 
given al the instigation of ,Miio, and that the 
late burning of ihe palace was his diabolical de 
sign as well. Mito has tied lo his large estates; 
he is powerful in pawn ai:d means, and whether he 
will openly raise the standard ol revolt, making 
his rallying cry equally hostile to the present dy- 
nasty and lo all foreign relations, we wail 
thoughtfully, anxiously to see. Th Ministers ol 
S'ate assure the loreign representatives tnat this 
broil d-'e- not titled loreign affairs, but, with Mi- 
le's antecedents, this is not so cleat. 

"Whin I wrote of the murder of the Dutch 
ship masters, I intimated (hat the frequent assns 
Sm*tiotiS might be the offspring of a settled hale. 
There is now scarcely a doubt but thai these mur- 
<b rers were instigated bv this very Mito, who tl us 
h iped to embroil the present dynasty in a loreign 
(pnrrel. His last blow was struck at the thtone 
nsetf- Wnat further schemes this ambitious old 
min has, for -he is seventy years of age, time 
will reveal. That a civil war should arise is far 
from improbable. The government is strain*!' g 
every nerve to secure the perpetuity ol quiet. — 
It assures us of our safety, and al the same lime 
places guards all about us to make that salety 
site! The guards at ihe foreign einbissics in 
Ycdlo, which were largely increased after the 
murder of the Dutchmen, have now again been 
largely at-L'mcnted At the consulates and pri 
Vat* residences in Kanagawa soldiers are likewise 
stationed night and day, mid a large siippleineuta 
rv force is at the disposal of the local million 
ties. In Y 'kuhama, where the bulk of the lor- 
eign population resides, the Management* ar 
moroiigh, after the most approved J minese man- 
ner. There is no ingress or egress except through 
guarded gates. Al each lew rods, barricades and 
a;*te* ob-t uct the streets; and so all along the 
tok iido. gales and guards are placed al frequent 
intervals, and a fore.* of several bundled men aie 
on duty. Every loreiiMier you meet weats his 
pistol openly, and, eating or sleeping, never trusts 
himself tar trout it. There have been alarms aud 
panics of all sorts. One day, a fleet ol armed 
boats, another, a baud of armed men, were an 
proaching to cut oil' the VOUOg settlement. But 
these panics have subsided, and , whatever the 
danger may be, all have learned to look at it 
calmly, and to adopt (he homely philosophy that 
•It"* no use to be Irighteiied bef--re the lime 
Cornea. 1 we hav* th* security, at leist — and it 
is not a small oik — that the government, in de- 
fending himself again-t Mito, protects loreign in- 
terests as well. A eonp de main against the lor- 
fcijTO settlement is hardly possible. At the pres 
ent time there is not a inau-ol war in port; the 
Russia*] corvette left the morning of the day the 
Regent was attacked There are lew vessels of 
any kind in the hatbor. aud our reliat ce is the 
protection of the Japanese government, raiher 
thin that of fore'gn guus, or any mode of es- 
cape."

BV direction of the Govern-. r nf the State, the at- 
tention of thepropcr civil officers is called to tho 
following provishms of the New .Military Law, which 
relate to the enrollment of tho whole body of the 
ililitia, viz: 

ARTICLE II. 

M |l. The Enrolled Militia shall consist of all ahlc- 
hodied white male persons between the ages of eigh- 
teen and ft.rty-hve year?, who may bo citisens or res- 
idents of the State, except persons who have served 
not less than five years in the Army or Navy of tho 
.united States, persons who may be active members 
of the \ oluntcer Militia, and persons already exempt 
from military service by the laws of the United 
States or of this State. 

§ . It shall be the duty of the assessors to pre- 
pare a list annually of all persons liable to be enroll- 
ed, living within their rc-pective limits; and they 
hhnil annually make out a roll or list of all such 
names, and place its before the first day of Juno, in 
the bauds of the cleric of the county court of tho 
county in which such persons live; and it shall be 
the duty of every such elerk, immediately thereafter, 
to roeord said roll or list of names, in a book to bo 
provided lor that purpose, iu the same manner as 
other books of record are provided; and such record 
shall be deemed a sufficient notification to all per- 
sons whose names are thin recorded, that they have, 
been enrolled in the Militia. 

"$ 4. That it shall be the duty of the clerk of every 
county court to transmit to the Adjutant Gcncrnl of 
the Stateprior in the first day of September, in every 
>e ir. an annual return, stating the number of tho 
Milit ia of such county that have been enrolled. 

"ft 5, That for the serviecs required by this act. nf 
the assessor and county court clerk, there shall bo al- 
lowed to each of thcM' officers the sum of one cent 
for each name returned by the assessor and enrolled 
by theclerk. 

0. All county clerks, nssessors, sheriffs, or other 
civil officers, upon whom nre devolved the discharge 
of specific duties under this act, who shall neglect or 
refuse to obey the provisions of law herein specified, 
shall forfeit and pay not more than five hundred nor 
less 1 ban twenty dollars for each and every offense, to 
be recovered in any court of competent jurisdiction, 
for tho use of the Commonwealth. 

For Isbe purpose of organizing the Knrolled 
Militia, each county shall bo considered a regimental 
district; and all existing military districts and » Dices 
therein arc hereby abolished. 

At the first annual election held after tho 
passage of this net. a Colonel and Lieut. Colonel shall 
be elected by the persons iu each regimental district 
.subject to enrollment, in the same manner, and at 
the same timeand places, and under the same forms, 
tbftt civil officers are chosen at said elteiion: and the 
result of thu election for ?uch Colonel and Lieulen- 
ant Colonel shall be certified by the board of exam- 
iners to the Adjutant (.encral of the Stnte: and iu 
theevent of a vacancy oeeurringor existing in either 
of said offiues.it should be filled in the same man- 
ner as i> above provided, at the next ensuing annual 
election; hut the Conirn.tnder-in-Chicf -shall have 
authority to order a special election to fill such va- 
cancj ." 

The objects of the above sections of tho law are, 
firstly, to rbtain a full enrollment of the entire Mili- 
tia of the State, with a view of enabling the Adju- 
tanl I ieneral to make a complete ret urn to the gener- 
al government, as a basis on which to draw our full 
quota of arms; and, secondly, to provide, by the elec- 
1 1 1. 1 1 of proper officers iu every county, for a complete 
orL'an-zation of the Knrolled .Militia into companies, 
bartalions, and regiments. The assessors will nse 
even means to make their li*ts as complete a3 possi- 
ble; and the county clerks arc desired lo make their 
returns to iny office as soon as practicable after en- 
rollment. The actual number of persons enrolled, 
and not the names, will be reported by the county 
clerks to my ofh.ee. 

>' ■ f»oM 8 of Article IV makes it the special duty of 
the Adjutant General to ice that the "offices, of 
Colonel and (lieutenant Colonel In each regimental 
district shall be constantly filled." In obedience to 
this iii;unerion. 1 therefore call (he attention of tho 
proper civil officers to Section H. Article JI, herein 
quoted. A column will he opened in the poll books 
j at every place of voting in each county, at the next 
i Viigu^t election. to record the votes for the offices of 
Colonel and Lieutenant Colonel for the regimental 
district; and the board of examiners arc desired to 
report the result of such election as early as practi- 
cable. All persons in the county liable to bo enroll- 
ed, and no others, will be entitled to vote for those 
I officers. 

As soon as the Colonel is commissioned, instruc- 
tions will be given tor his guidance in organizing his 
regimental dis:ri«-t .

BV direction of the Oovernor of the State, I here- 
b call the attention of the commandants of ex- 
isting military companies, organized under the eld 
law. "■ follow. n« piuniatos/o of til o new Military 

Law. to-wit: 

"y-.'j- Within ninety days after the passage of this 

act every existing military company which has been 
furnished with State arm- 1 shall conform to the re- 
quirements ot this act which relate to mustering 
now companies into the State Ouard: but it shall not 
be an absolute requisite thai such companies shall 
have the full strength required for now companies 
or that the members of such companie-i shall ho 
eighteen \ ears of age. Tho commanding officer under 
the present organization of such companies shall 
make out a statement of all arms, equipments, and 
puUIc proper!) in possession of the company and of 
its members, and submit the sanje to the county 
jud«e, who. if he deem it expedient, shall indorse on 
Ha id statement that it is witW his sanction that said 
arms and equipments arc held by said company; nfter 
which indorsement the arms and equipments so de- 
scribed shall h« charged against sueh county in like 
manner as if th :y bad been issued as provided in 
cases of new companies mustered into the service 
under this act. 1 he statement of arms, thus indors- 
ed, tegether with the commander's report of the 
strencth of tbo company, shall be transmitted to tho 
inspector general, who shall cause the company to ho 
mustered into the State Ouard, and the election of 
officers to take place in the same manner as is pro- 
vid -d for a new company. 

"\S-.'ii. Should any existing company fail, within 
the required time, to comply witli the above pre- 
scribed conditions, it shall be considered as disband- 
ed; and it shall be the duty of the county attorney, 
or the Commonwealth's attorney for the district in 
which such di.-banded company existed, on the rep- 
resentation of any officer ot the Active Mitilia, to 
take the necessary legal steps to obtain the restitu- 
tion of the Stale arms and other property which had 
been issued for the use of sueh company. 

After the expiration ofninoty days from the 
passage of this net. no person who is not a member 
of the Aetive Militia, shall retain or have in his pos- 
session, at any lime, arms or military equipments be- 
longing to the Stale, unless they have been properly 
issued to sueh person iu pursuance of law. and he 
Kb ail OP p'-nniited by proper authority to retain the 
same fit the discharge of m public duty; and no per- 
son, whether of the Active Militia or not. shall use 
any public arms or equipments for his private use; 
under the penalty, in either of the above oases, of not 
le>s t fian five dollars for each oiTensc, to be recovered 
bemre a justice of the peace, on information bj tho 
I'nunty attorney; or in the ease of a member of the 
Aetive Militia, it may be recovered by sentence of a 
court martial. 

No public arms or equipments of nny kind 
shall heroaftor be issued tn any person not members 
of the Aetive Militia, except in time of war. insur- 
rection- or public danger So imminent that the com- 
□vtndor-iQ-chief shall consider that tbo public 
safet . requires him to make the issue." 

Disbanded companies to whom State arm* have 
been issued since the year lt40, are hereby notified to 
return to the A rsenal all arms and equipments drawn 
h> ttiem by the first dao of July, 1 or their bonds 
will He put into tho hands of the proper civil officers 
tor collection.
